Reed. Explains Purpose.

Senator Reed produced a letter Sa-

“Now, Mr. Sapiro.’ asked Reed,

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RAIL SHARES REACH 
NEW HIGH RECORDS 


Sixty Leading Stocks Lifted by 
Bullish Enthusiasm on 
New York Market. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 5.—A _ wild 
outburst of bullish enthusiasm in 
today’s stock market sent nearly 60 
issues to the highest prices since 
1925, or longer, and elevated the 
general railroad average to the 
highest level in nearly 20 years. 
Easy money rates and _ favorable 
trade news provided the back- 
ground for the advance.

It is said that the British Mints- 
ter has already received his in- 


structions. 

Although the text of the Ameri- 
can note is understood to have been 
slightly amended from the original 
draft as submitted by American 
Minister MacMurray to Washing- 
ton, it is essentially the same as the 
Japanese and British protests. 

It is expected the demands will 
be handled by the political and mil- 
itary authorities of the Cantonese 
regime both at Hankow and Shang- 
hal. 

State Department Silent as to De- 
mands. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Ad- 
hering strictly to its policy of si- 
lence, the State Department today 
declined to be drawn out on its 
diplomatic course in China even 
by dispatches from London report- 
ing that demands upon the Can- 
tonese authorities were expected 
to be presented momentarily by 
the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan. 

President Coolidge again called 
in Nelson T. Johnson, chief of the 
State Department's Far Eastern 
division and consulted him on con- 
ditions in China, the conference 
being a continuation of that held 
with Johnson by the President yes- 
terday. 

At the State Department, it was 
said there was no official word 
that Minister MacMurray, at Pe- 
kin, was ready to submit the 
American demands to the Canton- 
ese leaders. Neither would the 
department say how far negotia- 
tions between American, British 
and Japanese diplomats in the 
Chinese capital had advanced. 
There had been no indication here 
that the State Department would 
consent to an ultimatum, rather 
than simple demands for repara- 
tions and guarantees for American 
citizens in China,
